America’s Cup, 1970 


By T. CURTIS FORBES 


Youre on three continents are 
preparing for the world series of yacht- 
ing, the America’s Cup Races, to be held 
off Newport, R.I., September 1970. 

The solid silver trophy has been held 
by this country since 1851 when the 
schooner America defeated fifteen Brit- 
ish yachts off the Isle of Wight. 

The history of the defense of the cup 
is filled with names like Vanderbilt, Du- 
Pont and Sir Thomas Lipton. Harold S. 
Vanderbilt is the only man in history to 
have skippered three defenders. 

Challenges have been issued by 
Great Britain, Canada and Australia. 
Prior to next year’s competition, Austra- 
lia and France will compete in trials, the 
winner of which will be the challenger 
against this country. 

There will also be trials to determine 
the yacht which is best suited to defend 
the cup. At least four syndicates will 
sponsor 12-meter yachts for the Ameri- 
can trials. 


The term 12-meter bears no relation- 
ship to the length of the yacht. It is the 
result of a formula which computes dif- 
ferent factors of beam, sail area and 
length, and produces yachts with a gen- 
eral overall length of 65 feet and a beam 
of 12 feet. 

Usually the yachting establishments 
of New York and New England produce 
the defenders, but for the first time in 
the history of the competition a Floridi- 
an has thrown his hat into the ring. 

Charley Morgan is building Heritage 
at his Morgan Yacht plant in St. Peters- 
burg. Not only is he the first Floridian 
to sponsor a possible defender, he is the 
first yachtsman in America’s Cup histo- 
ry to finance, design, build, and (hope- 
fully) sail a cup boat. 

Morgan is a builder of fiberglass 
boats but the Twelves must, according 
to rule, be constructed of wood. He is no 
stranger to this kind of competition and 
was a crew member on the yacht Colum-

bia during the 1962 trials. He won the 
Southern Ocean Racing championship in 
1961 with Paper Tiger. 

The Intrepid syndicate, which suc- 
cessfully defended the cup against Aus- 
tralia’s challenge in 1967 with Chief-of- 
Protocol Emil “‘Bus’’ Mosbacher at the 
helm, will compete for the right to de- 
fend the cup. 

Robert W. McCullough of Riverside, 
Conn. expects to begin construction on 
yet a third 12-meter. This yacht is being 
designed by Olin Stephens of Sparkman 
& Stephens, the firm which has _ pro- 
duced three cup defenders: Columbia 
(1958), Constellation (1964), and Intrepid 
(1967). 

Another builder-sailor, Jerry Dri- 
scoll, with the help of a syndicate of 
Californians is proceeding with construc- 
tion of a West Coast campaigner. Pat 
Dougan, also of California, is still uncer- 
tain whether he will enter Columbia in 
trials for the right to defend the cup. He 
was unsuccessful in the 1967 defense tri- 
als. 

Australia will be represented by the 
Royal Sydney Yacht Club. Sir Frank 
Packer, owner of several newspapers in 
Australia, will lead that country’s chal- 
lenge with a yacht being designed by 
Alan Payne.

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QQ a luxury yacht is like hav- 
ing a dinosaur on a string, says Colonel 
Leon Mandel, socialite and scion of the 
wealthy Chicago merchandising family. 
He ought to know. He has owned three. 

Ostentation isn’t the game any 
more. Affluent people here and in Eu- 
rope now appear to be content to float 
about in yachts costing less than half a 
million dollars. 

In these days of the burgeoning mid- 
dle class, gold-plated status yachts like 
the 316-foot Sea Cloud formerly owned 
by Marjorie Merriweather Post, and Ar- 
istotle Onassis’ 1600-ton, treasure-filled, 
multi-million-dollar yacht Christina call 
forth entirely too much publicity for 
their owners.

heavals since World War I have done 
away with the halcyon days of super- 
luxury yachts like the over 300-foot Cor- 
sair owned by J. P. Morgan. They are 
as out-dated as the marble-faced, castle- 
sized summer homes of Newport and 
Southampton. 

At the beginning of World War II, 
many owners of large yachts turned 
them over to the Navy or Coast Guard. 
Some were lost and others became obso- 
lete. Since then there has been little de- 
mand for the elegant yachts of yester- 
year. In these days of hard-to-get crews 
and creeping labor costs, the trend is to 
smaller, more manageable craft of the 
100-foot class or under. 

Historic Chesapeake Bay is noted 
for the fine yachts, sail boats and motor 


cruisers that ply its waters. Affable, dig- 
nified John Trumpy Jr. of John Trum- 
py and Sons Yacht Yard of Annapolis, 
Md., says: “‘The really glamorous days 
of 200 to 300-foot yachts are gone. To- 
day’s demand is for luxury cruisers of 
the 65-foot size which cost around 
$270,000.” 

The Trumpy firm, which occupies 
seven acres of waterfront at Annapolis, 
Md., has been building yachts in the 
United States for over 61 years. It is the 
oldest and largest custom yacht builder 
on the East Coast, and one of two in the 
United States building only custom- 
made yachts to special order, all work 
being done by hand. 

The firm was started in Norway and 
has been in business for four genera-

tions. In 1850 Jakob Trumpy, the great 
grandfather of the present owner, had 
his own yard in Bergen, Norway. He 
came to this country shortly after the 


turn of the century and founded the 
Mathis Yacht Co. in Camden, N.J. 


which later became the Trumpy Compa- 
ny and moved to Annapolis. 

The list of owners of fine yachts 
built by the Trumpys reads like a cross 
section of the socially and politically 
prominent in the United States. Among 


them are Walter Chrysler, James Knight 
of the Knight Publications, Roger Fire- 
stone, whose Tireless summered at Fish- 
er’s Island but is frequently in the wa- 
ters of Chesapeake Bay and Palm 
Beach. Other owners of Trumpy-built 
yachts are the Philip Millers of Palm 
Beach, who own the Minnow; Dr. Cor- 
tez Enloe, publisher of Nutrition Maga- 
zine and master of the Chindit; Mrs. U. 
Chisholm, who lives on her yacht Aris. 

One of the finest yachts ever built 
by the company, according to its present 
owner, is the Eskimo which belongs to 
James Ryder of Miami. The yachts of 
John R. Kimberly of the Kimberly- 
Clark Co. and his brother James sail in 
the Chesapeake Bay. Jim Kimberly’s 
Gray Fox, which is well known in Palm 
Beach, was docked this summer at his 
farm near Centerville, Md. 

The Presidential yacht Sequoia was 
built by the Trumpy Company. All 
Presidential yachts technically belong to 
the Navy but are put at the disposal of 
the President. The Sequoia was used by 
President Johnson, and after a complete 
renovation is now sailing at the com- 
mand of President Nixon. 

This summer it was used by mem- 
bers of the Nixon cabinet and, occasion- 
ally, by the Nixon daughters. Mrs. Nix-

“The three conferred for only four 
days, and Sir Bastian had it all down 
pat. It would have taken an American 
— well, it’s never been done in such a 
short time. Of course, Mr. Wirtz knew 
exactly what he wanted.”

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According to the Beakbanes, Sir 
Bastian Vermeer, the Dutch genius of 
design, may well be the world’s most ex- 
perienced naval architect. He’s the only 
one who’s ever been knighted, and his 
accolade came from the Queen of Hol- 
land for whom he designed the Royal 
Dutch Yacht Piet Hein. 

The smallest yacht being turned out 
by Feadship now is 91 feet. The largest 
is 179 feet. 

There are currently seven under con- 
struction, which all help make up the 
Beakbane’s gross of a million dollars a 
month. 

Not only do the Dutch build less ex- 
pensively because of lower labor costs, 
their workmen are steeped in traditions 
of meticulous craftsmanship. The gener- 
ations-old parent company (Feadship 
stands for First Export Association of 
Dutch Shipbuilders) combines the ship- 
building talents of Van Lent and Zonen 
in Kaag, Holland, De Vries Shipbuilding 
Company of Aalsmeer-Holland, and the 
architectural skill of H. W. DeVoogt 
and Zoon, for whom Sir Bastian has 
been head designer for 49 years. 

Among his accomplishments are the

The O’Sullivans combine a good 
many elements of the American dream.

O’Sullivan himself has had boats for 
25 years, but he never thought of living 
on one permanently till a year or so ago 
when he stood in his penthouse, looked 
down at the mooring where his boat was 
docked, and said, ‘“‘What am I doing 
here?”

The O’Sullivans immediately retur- 
nished the entire boat and are still in 
the process of making a yacht a home. 
Two small bedrooms are being broken 
open to form a boat-wide studio. A 
maid’s room is now a giant clothes 
closet. The nursery, where young Mr. 
O’Sullivan currently regards a Rouault 
clown, a Ben Shahn pierrot, and a mo- 
bile animal carrousel, will shortly be re- 
done with classical children’s motits. 

Basically, Horizon remains the same. 
O’Sullivan believes a boat should be 
built for one purpose and not fooled 
around with. She was built to Lloyd’s 
highest qualifications (K100A1;KLMC) 
and is already a seasoned trans-Atlantic 
traveler. 

Composition is welded aluminum al- 
loy. There are three diesel propulsion en- 
gines and three propellors. The vessel 
has two 25 KW generators, and sea wa- 
ter is converted to fresh water at the 
rate of 40 gallons an hour. 

The Horizon is stabilized to maintain 
equilibrium when underway, and she has 
an unusually large forward deck with a 
mast tor a steadying sail. Her two 300- 
pound anchors are carried on the outside 
ot the bow like a proper big ship, and 
they’re hauled by an electric winch. Her 
radar scans a 24-mile radius. She is, in 
tact, so meticulously engineered that she 
can run by herself without a crew. The 
O’Sullivans have had her out alone. 

And she’s a pleasure not only practi- 
cally but aesthetically. Most of the pub- 
lic rooms, including an enormous atter 
deck with heavy zip-in plastic windows, 
concentrate on cool white decor with ac- 
cents of blue and red. Wall-to-wall royal

This Art 
Deco feeling, strong in resort fashions, is 
further enhanced by authentic jewelry 
and accessories from the period, and a 
small, smooth head. Whether or not 
your filmy gown will float about your 
ankles is a debatable point. For five 
years designers have attempted to pull 
down hemlines and they’ve met stiff re- 
sistance. Yves St. Laurent, in discussing 
his current elongated collection, said, 
“It’s degenerate, it’s decadent, it’s some- 
what Proustian, it’s sexy.” 

Although various designers in Rome, 
London, and New York supported the 
lowering of hemlines, specific couturiers 
demurred. Coco Chanel called the Midi 
awkward, while Valentino merely said 
he couldn’t see the longer length for 
daytime dresses. St. Laurent admitted 
that the long look was primarily for 
those under thirty who are slender.

Fish is fun, and not just in the 
catching. Properly cooked, fish is great 
eating. But to be a fine fish chef, your 
state of mind is important. None of that 
old dreary feeling about having another 
fish to fry. Approach your fish cooking 
session with boldness and imagination, 
with willingness to experiment with 
herbs and spices, and especially with 
wine. Auguste Escoffier said, ‘‘Fish 
without wine is like an egg without 
salt.” 

Cooking with red and white wines is 
becoming better known in the United

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States, but there is a wine which adds a 
delectable and unusual flavor to dishes 
and which is not so widely used — ver- 
mouth. 

Dry vermouth, more popularly 
known as French vermouth, is made 
from delicate white wines selected from 
choice vineyards. A number of different 
herbs are added to the finest of wine 
spirit. 

Sweet vermouth, usually called Ital- 
ian vermouth, is made principally from 
Marsala with an infusion of herbs. There 
is also an Italian dry vermouth.

fish basted with wine marinade and served with lemon slices and parsley. Salmon is especially good. 


Many fine vermouths are being pro- 
duced in America now, and deserve your 
attention. For example, some thirty rare 
ingredients go into the infusion that en- 
ables one New York State wine to be- 
come vermouth. As a main dish ingredi- 
ent for fish, dry vermouth is recom- 
mended rather than sweet. 

Of course, sherry is the old standby, 
good with sole or snapper, cod or hali- 
but. But don’t stop there. Try sauterne 
with baked trout, Chablis with baked 
halibut, salmon or bass, Burgundy with 
baked brook trout, sherry in kedgeree 
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made with haddock, salmon, red snap- 
per, or whiting. 

The French are probably the 
greatest fish cooks in the world, and 
much of the marvelous taste of their rec- 
ipes is due to the use of herbs and wine. 
Thyme, tarragon, parsley, and bay leaf 
(used sparingly) lend enchantment to 
fish dishes, but for nearly all the great 
recipes, wine is a must. In fact, in no 
other phase of cooking is wine so impor- 
tant. This is because it accentuates and 
enriches the delicate flavor of fish. And 
fish is delicate tasting, you know. It is 
only when it is no longer fresh that fish 
gets that unwelcome “fishy” taste and 
smell. 

Fish pulled fresh and wet and spar- 
kling from the blue depths, then pre- 
pared at once, is the fish dish supreme. 
And everybody has a favorite fish. Cod 
is so popular in New England that many 
people consider it the personal property 
of this area alone. But not so. Continen- 
tal Europe values cod highly. Brandade 
de morue is one of France’s most popu- 
lar foods, often called ‘‘the glory of 
Nimes,” the town where the dish origi- 
nated. 

The French and the Scandinavians 
long ago learned to relish one fish that 
few Americans like — eels. Get up that

venturesome spirit and try cooking an 
eel. You will find that the meat is sweet 
and has very little waste. Eels may be 
boiled or grilled, roasted or baked. And 
everyone who has enjoyed a smorgas- 
bord table knows how popular they are 
with the Scandinavians. 

Again, New England waters abound 
with halibut, a cold water fish, firm- 
fleshed but somewhat fat. It is delicious 
pan fried, sauteed, baked or broiled. 


Florida and Louisiana waters yield 
the delicately flavored pompano, which 
is served in better restaurants all over 
the country. A favorite in Palm Beach is 


Pompano en Papillote — pompano 
cooked in a paper bag and served with a 
piquant shrimp sauce — a complicated 


recipe recommended only for accom- 
plished chefs. But it’s superb. 

Another Southern favorite is red 
snapper, a delicious fish prepared in doz- 
ens of ways by imaginative cooks. St. 
Augustine bakes snapper and serves it 
with a tomato-onion sauce. Key West 
likes it fried, banked with crisp fried on- 
ion rings. In Florida’s Cross Creek coun- 
try, Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings found 
snapper baked in a Spanish sauce chock 
full of mushrooms, peas, tomatoes and 
parsley. Snapper also goes into gumbo, 
casseroles, or may be baked or stewed. 

Chances are you have frequently 
paid for filet of sole and eaten flounder, 
even in exclusive restaurants, for the 
two fish are similar in taste. Actually, 
flounder is a family name that includes 
gray sole and lemon sole. English sole is 
still superior, and more often available 
now than in previous years via air ex- 
press. But when this cannot be found, 
you may substitute flounder for sole and 
do a creditable job.

bangles is the dernier cri in Paris and 
New York, while a constellation of vaca- 
tion clubs are fashioning a 15,000-room 
Riviera on the Mediterranean between 
Ceuta and Tetouan. 

Handsome new airport terminals 
were completed this summer in Tangier, 
Rabat, and Marrakech, and Morocco 
has more than 9,000 miles of Africa’s 
finest roads. During the last two years 
alone, over $150 million has been spent 
on new hotels. 

Speaking of hotels, Morocco now has 
more than 500, and room capacity has 
been tripled in Tangier, doubled in Cas- 
ablanca. More significantly perhaps is 
the accent on attractiveness. Hotel Es 
Saadi is set in Marrakech’s lush casino 
park, the sumptuous Hotel Les Merinid- 
es proffers exceptional views over Fez, 
and the smart Hotel Intercontinental in 
Brooks Park is in parasol-pine quiet

above bustling Tangier. Each sports a 
huge swimming pool. 

Fine hotels scattered across Morocco 
now ease travel to the country’s impor- 
tant out-of-the-way sights. For example, 
the excellent Hotel Tidighine in Keta- 
ma, mid-point on the memorably scenic 
route from Fez to Tangier, is a stopover 
in one of the world’s most splendid ce- 
dar forests set in the majestic Rif Moun- 
tains. It’s also Morocco’s ski capital. 

Similarly, the Hotel El] Mansour a 
few miles north of Safi, adds a great 
deal of comfort to a leisurely drive along 
Morocco’s Atlantic coast, which is stud- 
ded with such venerable Portuguese for- 
tress-towns as E] Jadida, Safi, and Mo- 
godor. Five excellent hotels, all bearing 
the name Hote? du Sud, afford unlimited 
comfort in Morocco’s five most impor- 
tant Berber oasis towns of the southern 
desert. 
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New hotels coupled with excellent 
roads encourage travel by car. Pointing 
the way is the 300-room Holiday Inn 
opening this month in Marrakech, with 
other Inns slated for spring inauguration 
in Casablanca and Fez. The Hotel Para- 
dor now attracts travelers to the re- 
markable hilltown of Chechaouen with 
its authentic artisan cottages, numerous 
springs, gardens, and fortress set in a 
grandiose granite Rif amphitheatre. 

Landmark hotels are also moving 
quickly with the times. Marrakech’s Ho- 
tel La Mamounia, discovered by 
Churchill, now boasts L’Bahja Restau- 
rant, perhaps the finest in all Morocco. 

Morocco’s unusually checkered land- 
scape matches its multi-national history 
and cosmopolitan atmosphere. Almost 
14 million inhabitants crowd a triangle 
of some 250,000 square miles bordered 
by the Mediterranean, the Atlantic and 
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the Sahara Desert. The countryside 
ranges from fertile coastal plains covered 
with farms and vineyards to the 10,000 
to 14,000-foot Rif and Atlas mountains 
with deserts stretching far beyond. The 
keystone Arab civilization stems from 
7th, 12th and 17th century invasions, al- 
though half the population still speaks 
dialects of various African Berber tribes. 
There is Spain’s enduring imprint along 
the Mediterranean, Portugal’s fortress- 
towns on the Atlantic, and France’s con- 
tribution to the modern capital at Rabat 
and the key port at Casablanca. France 
also supplied the nation’s second lan- 
guage, and Britain definitely reaches 
into Tangier from Gibralter. 

A trip to Morocco combining luxuri- 
ous relaxation with unusual city and 
country sightseeing will necessarily cen- 
ter on the imperial cities of Marrakech, 
Fez, Meknes, and Rabat. They account

for much of the nation’s history, arts, 
major monuments and souks — those in- 
credible east-west crossroad markets of 
the past and present. 

Winter-spring visitors will probably 
spend a week in southern desert oases. 
Summer travelers may well splash away 
a week on the fast-paced Rif Riviera 
along the Mediterranean between Ceuta 
(less than an hour’s drive from Tangier) 
and M’Digq, facing grand Cabo Negro. 
It’s reasonable, unspoiled, and there are 
no big towns on the great beaches. 

More than 70,000 Americans will 
visit Morocco during 1969, about ten 
times as many as five years ago. Almost 
all will arrive by plane at the major 
gateways of Tangier, Casablanca, 
Rabat, and Marrakech. Air France’s 28 
weekly flights come from Paris, Nice 
and four other French cities. France’s 
airline also has handy flights between 


Tangier and Marrakech, and will start 
speedy 727 jetliner flights from Paris in 
January. Royal Air Maroc has 30 flights 
on similar routes with Caravelle jets. Air 
Inter Maroc domestic schedules are slat- 
ed to begin in 1970. 

First-time travelers to Morocco soon 
discover that while Casablanca and Tan- 
gier are the main entry points and ideal- 
ly suited to acclimate visitors to the 
country, they are perhaps the least in- 
teresting of Moroccan cities. Markets 
are bustling, to be sure, but a far cry 
from the unique souk scenes in Fez and 
Marrakech. 

Experienced travelers quickly take 
to the road. There are joyfully few cars, 
almost no permit formalities, and rea- 
sonable rental rates. For example, Hertz 
rents Renault 4s at $3.60 per day by the 
week. Roomy Renault 16s are $9.00. Ca- 
saloc, one of the largest rental firms has 
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Marrakech’s Hotel La Mamounia, discovered by Sir 
Winston Churchill, boasts fine L’Bahja Restaurant. 


Renault 10s at $7.00. A variety of 
American, German, Italian and French 
autos are available at reasonable cost for 
self-drive, or about three times more 
with chauffeur. 

Marrakech may well be the travel- 
er’s first key stopover. A fine choice, it 
is the second oldest imperial city (dating 
from the 11th century), has distinctive 
Berber desert overtones, hosts exception- 
al monuments, a profusion of flowers, 
and an excellent climate. If arrival is in 
the afternoon, the visitor cannot soon 
forget the 24,000-palm grove on the 
Tensift River which courses through an 
arid desert, nor the glowing rose ram- 
parts topped by several dozen minarets 
including the Koutoubia. Moslems con- 
sider it one of the three most perfect 
towers in the world. 

It is difficult to savour all the won- 
ders of Marrakech. The Saadian Tombs 
and mosque gardens are an ensemble of 
Morocco’s masterwork in sculpture and 
tile. The Ben Yussef medersa (Koran 
School) also has exquisite mosaics. The 
Koutoubia invites contemplation from 
handsome gardens, while Bab Agnaou is 
a masterpiece gateway fit to match the 
12th century El Mansour mosque. To 
miss Djema-El-Fna marketplace is like 
taking a trip to Greece without seeing 
an island. 

Gourmets will find their own de- 
lights. Hotel La Mamounia’s Restaurant 
L’Bahja features succulent Briouates 
(grape-leaves stuffed with lamb and 
rice), Bastilla made of squab in flaky 
pastry, and M’qualli (chicken cooked 
with whole lemons). Dar Es-Salam Res- 
taurant, in a handsome Moroccan town- 


house, offers similar delicacies. There is 
also Mechoui (barbecued lamb) and Ta- 
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fies Senbship Wilders of the WORLD’S finest yachts :

and almonds). French cuisine is offered 
at half a dozen major hotels as well as 
La Taverne and Le Restaurant Rex. 

Fez is Morocco’s oldest imperial 
city, founded by Idris II in 808 A.D. 
when Charlemagne became Emperor of 
Europe. It offers a labyrinthian route 
into the past reached by passing along 
the lovely Boujloud Gardens (18th cen- 
tury) to the brilliant blue-and-white Bab 
Boujloud gateway that frames the mina- 
ret of Boujnania, and Sidlassas mosque 
festooned with storks’ nests. Religious 
capital of Morocco, Fez has more than 
250 mosques. 

Visitors here fully appreciate their 
guide (about $4 per half day), a bargain 
in this sprawling city of 250,000 crowded 
into tightly twisted cobble-stone byways 
negotiable only afoot or on mule (no 
wheeled vehicles permitted within the 
ramparts). Twenty-four distinct souks 
and specialized markets range from 
sweet-scented spice and sandalwood to 
the reeking lunar-landscape of the tan- 
ners’ center. 

Rabat, now the capital with a popu- 
. lation of more than 230,000, boasts the 

— Roman ruins of Chellah. Nearby, the 
celebrated Hassan Tower built by Yac- 


the inevitable mysterious-looking shutters, the colorful awnings, and the handling of electrical wiring. oub El Mansour in the 12th century 
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casts a shadow over the world’s largest 
mosque, as well as the extraordinary 
new mosque of Mohammad V, begun in 
1961 and completed this month. Across 
the river, wall-enclosed Sale is an in- 
triguing port to northwest. 

At Meknes travelers view the finest 
of Morocco’s monuments dating from 
the 17th and 18th centuries. Within 25 
miles of its ramparts are the splendid

The pursuit of Atlantic sailfish and 
the striped marlin of Baja California is 
considered top sport by experienced an- 
glers, and their pursuit led Howard F. 
Vultee to this year’s over-all champion- 
ship award from the Sailfish Club of 
Palm Beach. 

Vultee found keen enjoyment and 
healthy sport in fighting these cavaliers 
of the sea, and he experienced the emo- 
tional response that comes out of battle 
when man pits mind, muscle and skill 
against wild creatures. A bonus of his 
encounters was the aesthetic beauty of 
the fish as they exploded into action 
when caught; as they ‘“‘walked”’ the sur- 
face in attempts to throw the hook. 

In these challenges, Vultee found the 
Gulf Stream and the waters of the Sea 
of Cortez teeming with other gamefish. 
Kingtish, wahoo, albacore, dolphin, per- 
mit and bonefish hit his hook in suffi- 
ciently large numbers to give him an ex- 
cellent start toward winning the coveted 
over-all championship award, which is 
based upon a complicated formula of 
points for specific catches, sizes, weights, 
releases and type of tackle. 

With this start, Vultee went on to 
set 30 club records, among them 
achievements on light tackle, plug cast- 
ing, spin casting, fly casting and trolling, 
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and he established a club record for to- 
tal accumulated points. 

This is all the more remarkable since 
Vultee insists upon using light tackle in 
order to give the fish a sporting chance. 
A good sport himself, he feels light lines 
and tackle give the fighting fish and the 
angler an even break. The release of the 
victim when caught adds zest to the 
conquest, and serves to provide a sport- 
ing opportunity for other anglers. 

A hunter of note, a woodsman, 
sportsman and angler, Vultee began fish- 
ing as a boy on the Connecticut River. 
He pioneered shad sportfishing there, us- 
ing spinners and dry flies. Experts had 
long maintained the shad would not rise 
to a lure during the spring run in north- 
ern rivers. They changed their views 
only when Vultee caught and released 
100 shad in a day. 

The key to this early success was 
Vultee’s specially designed lures made of 
red beads and spinners. 

When pollution, overfishing, and 
seine fishing cut into the shad run in 
northern waters, he sought wider and 
more challenging fields. A friend men- 
tioned salmon and the fight they make, 
and it was enough to set him off on re-

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real success in this field until he learned 
to design and tie salmon flies. Applying 
intuitive imagination to this phase of 
angling, he invented lures which compe- 
tent anglers today regard as some of the 
finest used in the sport. 

Vultee’s spectacular success in salm- 
on fishing came during trips to Mere 
Michie, New Brunswick, and the Jupiter 
River of Anticosti Island in the St. Law- 
rence Gulf. 

For sixteen years prior to his retire- 
ment, Vultee came to Palm Beach as a 
visitor to fish the Gulf Stream. Ten years 
ago he moved here permanently and be- 
gan fishing in earnest. 

He made a study of the life cycles of 
various sporting fish and of the ecology 
of the seas which support them in this 
area. Gradually he broadened his fishing 
activities to include casting for salmon 
in Scotland, brown trout in Ireland, 
salmon in British Columbia, bonefish at 
Boca Paila on the Yucatan penninsula. 
He fished for steelhead on the Babine 
River of British Columbia; went to 
Montana and Alaska for trout, to Baja 
California for striped marlin, to Mazat- 
lan, Mexico for dolphin and permit.

the island chain is home to nearly every 
variety on the club list. 

Vultee states that each type of 
sporting fish calls for a different tech- 
nique, different lures, often special hooks 
and bait. In the case of the sailfish or 
the marlin, the bait is trolled in long 
lines behind a slowly moving boat. The 
sailfish strikes the bait a stunning blow, 
then waits to see it falter. If the angler 
does not immediately let the bait drop 
back, the fish simply will not be caught. 

In the case of the dolphin, the fish- 
erman heads into a school, catches one 
and then ties it so that it swims idly 
near the boat. As in the case of the Ju- 
das goat, this single dolphin lulls his 
mates into a false sense of security. 
They approach and are captured. 

Other varieties require different 
baits, lures, and angling techniques. 
Thus the good fisherman is forever 
learning new ways and forever studying 
the life habits of specific fish. 

“Every contest between a man and 
a gamefish is exciting,’ Vultee said. “‘It 
is difficult to point out any one encoun- 
ter as topping a long angling career. 

“However, I recall a time while fish- 
ing off Islamorada in the Keys. In the 
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FOLKS OFTEN ASK who takes the pictures for 
Jack Daniel’s. Well, meet Joe Clark. 
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middle of the Gulf Stream is a place 
known as the hump, a relatively unfish- 
ed area where the depth lessens. 

“The hump teems with sharks as 
well as other fish, and this calls for quick 
action if the angler is to boat his catch. 

“On one occasion four blackfin tuna 
were caught on our lines at one time. 
Two outriggers and two flat lines were 
triggered off. Action under such circum- 
stances rapidly approached chaos. One 
by one the tuna were brought in, all ex- 
cept the last one. A shark savagely tore 
into this and managed to hook himself. 

‘After a battle of more than an hour 
and forty minutes the shark was 
brought to the boat. The contest was 
quite exciting, for I was using 20-pound 
test line at the time. The Captain shot 
the shark, estimating his weight at 250 
pounds, then as preparations were made 
to gaff it and bring it aboard, the shark 
went down to the bottom and could not 
be raised on such light line. 

‘This particular incident was heart- 
breaking for certification of the weight

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Ae United States Power Squad- 
rons rank high among world boating or- 
ganizations, and the Palm Beach Squad- 
ron is an important member of the par- 
ent group. 

The basic reason for tounding 
USPS was to educate boat owners in 
seamanship and promote safety afloat. 
However, many members extend their 
activities to patrol work in time of war 
and geodetic surveys in time of peace. 

Several Palm Beach members have 
distinguished themselves nationally. 
Two of the most recent honors went to 
John Greuling, public relations officer 
for the squadron, and Joseph A. Raw- 
lins, A.P. Greuling was commended in 
the USPS national publication The En- 
sign tor his newspaper advertising cam- 
paign. Rawlins was one of five major 
award winners at the USPS National 
Convention held at Miami in January 
1969. The local member was awarded a 
first place trophy for building special 
“aids to navigation” for Power Squad- 
ron student classes. 

Chartered Nov. 20, 1944, with Hen- 
ry Gibson, commander, the local group 
is now under the command of H. Gor- 
don Williams, who took over for 1968 
and was re-elected in 1969. 

In the local squadron’s by-laws, Ar- 


ticle II states the objects of the organi- 
zation clearly: 

“The objects of the Palm Beach 
Power Squadron shall be to establish a 
high standard of skill in the handling 
and navigation of yachts, power and 
sail; to encourage the study of the sci- 
ence of navigation and the art of small

boat handling; to cooperate with the 
agencies of the United States Govern- 
ment charged with the enforcement of 
the laws and regulations relating to nav- 
igation, and to stimulate interest in ac- 
tivities which will tend to the upbuilding 
of our Army, Navy, Coast Guard and 
Merchant Marine.” 


The elective officers of the squadron 
include the commander (ranking officer), 
lieutenant commander (executive offi- 
cer), heutenant commander (administra- 
tive officer), and the secretary and trea- 
surer (each with rank of first leuten- 
ant). 

Youths between the ages of 16 and 
18 years who have successfully passed 
the United States Power Squadrons’ ex- 
amination in Piloting, may become asso- 
ciated with the squadron upon invitation 
of the executive committee. 

The first United States Power 
Squadron was formed Feb. 2, 1914, at 
the New York Yacht Club and has now 
grown to a national organization which 
numbers in the 70,000s. It was the 
dream of Roger Upton of Boston and 
Marblehead, Mass., and the tremendous 
success of the organization was due to 
his determination and enthusiasm. 

At the time of its founding, most 
yachting clubs in the United States were 
composed of sailing craft only, with the 
odd powered craft appearing at their 
docks. As the number of powered craft 
increased, the owners of them demanded 
their part in the various clubs’ affairs. 

Roger Upton, founder of the squad- 
rons, was at that time vice-commodore 
of the Boston Yacht)’ Cilubsvanrelk 
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claimed the distinction of being the 
third oldest yachting club in the United 
States. 

Through his determination he was 
responsible for making the power squad- 
rons an integral part (though not an of- 
ficial one) of the United States Naval 
Forces, in order that they might func- 
tion in time of national emergency. 

While Upton was still commander of 
the Boston Yacht Club, a distinguishing 
pennant was created which could be 
flown by members above the Boston 
club’s burgee. It consisted of a streamer, 
one-and-a-half times as long as the club 
burgee with a blue field containing a 
white star at the hoist, the center third 
white and the outer end red. 

Those applicants tor admission to 
the club who passed the stiff examina- 
tion in the present Piloting and Ad- 
vanced Piloting courses were allowed to 
fly the streamer. 

Finally, a board of instruction and 
examination was set up with Command- 
er Upton, Flag Lieutenant William Hop- 
kins and Secretary Nathaniel Stebbins 
as its members. 

It was Upton again who was respon- 
sible tor the very high standard entrance 


examinations now conducted by the Joseph A. Rawlins (right) of the Palm Beach Power Squadron with Cmdr. H. Gordon Williams. Rawlins was

squadron for new members; for he was 
proud of the fact that he held a license 
for vessels propelled by steam and was 
the owner of a steam yacht. 

The Power Squadrons came into 
their own during the summer of 1912 
when the division was allowed to take 
part with the sailing yachts on the an- 
nual cruise to Maine. During the cruise 
a gale hit the fleet, disabling many of 
the sailing craft, and breaking their

masts off. The power boats towed the 
helpless sailing craft into safe harbor, 
and the importance of the power squad- 
ron was established. 

Prior to and during World War I, 
the squadrons did their part and carried 
out constant boat drills and maneuvers. 

In January, 1944, the Boston Yacht 
Club Power Squadron called a confer- 
ence of many yacht clubs in the country 


to see if the basic idea of a national 
power squadron was popular. Clubs on 
the Atlantic coast attended, and a sec- 
ond meeting was called at the City of 
New York Yacht Club on Feb. 2, 1914, 
at which the project was launched. 

The ‘“‘birth certificate’ of the United 
States Power Squadrons recorded the 
event thus: 

‘““At the second conference to consid- 
er the question of formation of Power 
Squadrons, held at the New York Yacht 
Club on Feb. 2, 1914, at eight o’clock in 
the evening the following vote was 
passed and signed by the delegates 
whose names are set against their re- 
spective clubs or associations: 

‘That we, the undersigned, duly au- 
thorized delegates of the club or associa- 
tion set against our respective names, do 
hereby associate such clubs or associa- 
tions together as a national organization 
to be known as the United States Power 
Squadrons and we bind our clubs or as- 
sociations to abide by the rules and reg- 
ulations adopted by said United States 
Power Squadrons.” 

The ‘‘certificate’’ contained the 
names of 20 United States yachting 
clubs. At the time, Upton could not 
have dreamed to what extent his origi-

Beige was used for the master bedroom, 
which is all warm wood paneling. 

There are three baths below, two in 
the crew’s quarters, a powder room 
amidships. And the master bedroom has 
a real bathtub.

Flake the poached filet of sole. Cook 
celery, onion and pepper in butter until 
tender crisp. Combine with flaked fish, 
drained pineapple, lemon juice, mayon- 
naise, red pepper seasoning and salt; mix 
well. Prepare pastry mix according to 
package directions. Roll out on lightly 
floured board; fit into 1-quart fish mold. 
Trim pastry even with edge of mold. 
Fold trimmings together and roll out to 
fit top of mold. Fill mold with pineapple 
fish mixture. Cover with pastry, moist- 
ening edges and pressing firmly together. 
Invert onto baking sheet and remove 
mold. Cut few slits to mark gills and 
tail. Brush with lightly beaten egg yolk. 
Bake in 425 deg. oven about 35 minutes, 
until browned. Serve warm with Curry 
Sauce. Makes 6 to 8 servings. 

POACHED FILET OF SOLE 

Combine 2 cups water, 1 tablespoon 
vinegar, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 bay leaf, 4 
teaspoon peppercorns, 2 whole cloves, 
few celery tops and coarse tops from one 
bunch green onions. Heat to boiling, 
then cover and simmer 10 minutes. Add 
1% pounds filet of sole, a few pieces at a 
time. Cook slowly 3 or 4 minutes until 
fish is opaque and flakes easily. Drain 
fish and reserve liquid for curry sauce.

1 small whole dressed salmon or oth- 
er fish (38 to 4 pounds); “4 cup lime or 
lemon juice; ‘4 cup soy sauce; % cup 
rose wine; 4 cup oil; fresh parsley 
sprigs; lime or lemon slices. 

Cut shallow gashes along back or 
sides of fish.
